(18:5) STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Orange, in the 
County of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said Orange, on Tuesday the twelfth day of March next> 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article 1. To choose atown clerk, three selectmen, 
town treasurer, for the ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To choose one or more, not exceeding 
three, highway agents for the ensuing year. 

Art 3. To choose one trustee of trust funds for 
three years, and three library trustees, one to hold office 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years, 
and such other officers and agents as the town may judge 
necessary to be chosen. 

Art. 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the repairing of highways, and building and 
repairing bridges. 

Art. 5. Toraise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for other charzes arising within. the town. 

Art.6. Tosee if the town will vote to apply for 
State Aid and Trunk Line Aid for highways, and raise 
such sums of money as is required to secure the same. 

Art. 7. Toseeif the town will vote to raise such 
sums of money as is required to secure State Aid mainte- 
nance and Trunk Line maintenance. 

Art. 8. Tosee if the town will vote to give a dis- 
count on taxes paid on or before July rst. 

Art. 9. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, 
Committees or Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 
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Art. 10. To choose a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention to be held at Concord on the first Wednesday 
of June, A. D. 1918, |

To School Boards and Superintendents: 
The attention of school officers is called to an amend- 
ment to the Public Statutes by the last General Court. 


‘“The fiscal year of town and special school districts ° 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.’’ 


This change was approved by the Governor on April 
4, 1917. Practically all school meetings had been held 
and in few instances would the appropriations be sufficient 
to carry on the schools for the extra six months. Your at- 
tention is called to this matter so that there may be suff- 
cient appropriations made at the coming school meetings 
to support the schools until August, 1919. 


School Meetings 


It is advised that the report of the school board con- 
cerning conditions of schools of the district be made to the 
district at the annual school meeting. This may well in- 
clude a report of the finances to date of meeting but it is to 
be noted that as the year does not close until August 31, 
the annual financial report cannot be made before that date. 

This annual financial report should be presented at the 
school meeting of 1919.
